fine. And St. Peter tells us, that . Let's righteous ſoul was 
grieved day by day, whilſt he ſaw and obſerved the ungodly: 
converſation of the wicked.” And no doubt if was . 
part of our bleſſed Maſter's ſufferings whilſt on earth, 
was compelled to converſe with a wicked and perverſe gener 
tion, and to bear his heavenly Father's ſacred nme profabed

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SERMON XXVII. 


Directions how to hear Sermons. 


Lux 2, vii, 18. 
Take heed, therifore, bow ye bear. 


HE occaſion of our Lord's giving this caution, was 
this : Perceiving that much people were gathered to- 
_ gether to hear him out of every city, and knowing (for he is 
=_ - Gon, and knoweth all things) that many, if not moſt of 
| them, would be hearers only, and not doers of the word; 
be ſpake to them by a parable, wherein, under the ſimilitude 
of a ſower that went out to ſow his ſeed, be plainly intimated, 
bow few there were amongſt them, who would receive any 
ſaving benefit from is doQrine, or bring forth fruit unto 
perfection. 
| The application one would i imagine ſhould have been plain 
and obyious ; but the diſciples, as yet unenlightened in any 
great degree by the Holy Spirit, and therefore unable to ſee 
into the b diggen myſteries of the kingdom of Go, dealt with 
our Savibbr, as people ought to deal with their miniſters ; 
they diſcourſed with him privately about the meaning of 
what he had taught them in public; and with a ſincere deſire 
of doing their duty, aſked for an interpretation of the parable. 
Our bleſſed Lonxn, as be always was willing to inſtruct 
thoſe that were reachable, (herein ſetting his miniſters an ex- 
2 ample to be courteous and eaſy of acceſs) freely told them 
E f the ſignißcation. And withal, to make them more cautious 
3 and more attentive to his doctrine for the future, he tells 
_ them, that they were in an eſpecial manner to be the light of 
| | the world, and were to proclaim on the houſe-top whatſoever 


he wil they i in ſeeret: and as their i e the knowledge 
alread y 


tas 1 
alceady imparted, was the only condition upon which more 
was to be given them, it therefore highly concerned them td 
« take heed how they heard. 

From the conteRt then it appears, that the words were pri- 
1 77 ſpoken to the Apoſtles themſelves. But as it is to be 
| feared, out of thoſe many thouſands that flock to hear ſermons; 


but few, comparatively ſpeaking, ate effectually influenced by 


them, I cannot but think it very neceffary to remind you of 
the caution given by our Lox to his diſciples, and to exhort 


you with the utmoſt earneftneſs, to „ take heed how yout 
bear.“ 


In proſecution of which defign I ſhall, 


Firſt; Prove that every one ought to take all opportunities 
of hearing ſermons. And; 


Steady, 1 ſhall lay down fome cautions and dire@ions, in 
order to your hearing with profit and . 


Find, I ami to prove; that every one ought take ll og 
| rv of hearing ſermons. 


That there have always been particulaf perfons — 
by God, to inſtruct and exhort his people to pradtiſe whit he 
ſhould require of them, is evident from many pallages of 


ſcripture; St. Jude tells us; that Enzch; the ſeventh from 


Adam, propheſied (or preached) concerning the Lord's com- 
ing with ten thouſand of his fairits to judgment.” And Noah; 


who lived not long aftet; is ſtiled by 87 iter, a preacher 


of righteouſneſs.” And though in all the'iarermediate ſpace 
between the flood and giving of tlie law; we hear but of few 


preachers, yet we may reaſonably conclude, that Gop never 


left bimſelf without witneſs; but at ſandry times, and after 
divers manners, ſpoke to our fathers by che -patrierths anf 
rophets.

earth, yet he never utterly forſook his church, but ſtill kept 
up a remnant of prophets and preachers, as Ezekiel, Jeremiah, 
Daniel, and others, to reprove; inſtruc, and call them to re- 
pentance. 
Thus was it under the law. Nor has the ach been 
worle, but infinitely better provided for under the goſpel. For 
when JesUs CHRIST, that great High-prieſt, had through 
the eternal Spirit offered himſelf, as a full, perfect, ſufficient 
ſacrifice and ſatisfaction for the ſins of the whole world, and 


after his reſurrection had all power committed to him, both in 


heaven and earth, he gave commiſſion to his Apoſtles, and in 
them to all ſucceeding miniſters, t to ©© go and preach his goſ- 
pel to every creature ;” promiſing to to be with them, to 
guide, aſlift, ſtrengthen, and comfort them always, even to 

the end of the world.“ 
Blut if it be the duty of miniſters to preach; (and woe be to 
| them if they do not preach the goſpe], for a neceſſity is laid 
upon them) no doubt, the people are obliged to attend to 
them ; for otherwiſe, wherefore are miniſters ſent ? 

And how can we here avoid -admiring the love and tender 
care which our dear Redeemer has expreſſed for his ſpouſe the 
church? Who, becauſe he could not be always with us in- 
perſon, on account it was expedient he ſhould go away, and 
as our forerunner take poſſeſſion of that glory he had pur- 
chaſed by his precious blood, yet would not leave us.comfort- 
leſs, but firſt ſettled a ſufficient number of paſtors and teachers; 
and afterwards, . according to his promiſe, actually did and 
will continue to ſend down the Holy Ghoſt, to furniſh them 
and their ſucceſſors with proper gifts and graces © for the 
work of the miniſtry, for the perfecting of the ſaints, for the 
edifying of his body in love, till we all come in the unity of 
the ſpirit, to the fulneſs of the meaſure of the ſtature of 
Cantor. 2 

O how. inſenſible are pats perſons of this unſpeakable 
giſt, who do deſpite to the Spirit of grace, who crucify the 
Son of Gop afreſh, and put him to an open ſhame, by wil- 
fully refuſing to attend on ſo great a means of their ſalvation ? 
How dreadful will the end of ſuch men be? How aggra- 


vating, 2520 light nes come "=Y the world, that the glad 
tidings 
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tidings of ſalvation ſhould be ſo very frequently proclaimed in 
this populous city, and. that ſo many ſhould loath this ſpiri- 
tual manna, this angels food, and call it light, bread? How 
much more tolerable will it be for Tyre and Sidon, for Sodom 
and Gomorrah, than for ſuch ſinners? Better, that men had 
never heard of a Saviour being born, than after they have 
heard, not to give heed to the miniſtry of thoſe, who are em- 
ployed as his ambaſſadors, to tranſact affairs between Gop and 
their ſouls, 

We may, though at a diſtance, without a | pirit of propheſy, 
foretel the deplorable condition of ſuch men; behold them 
caſt into hell, lifting up their eyes, being in torment, and 


crying out, How often would our miniſters have gathered us, 


as a hen gathereth her chickens under her wings? But we 
would not. O that we had known in that our day, the 
things that belonged to our everlaſting peace [ But now 5 
are for ever hid from our eyes. 

Thus wretched, thus inconceiveably miſerable, will ſuch

much elated with ſuch a peculiar diſcovery of his deity, or

but we muſt ſubmit our ſhort - ſighted reaſon to the light of 
divine revelation. There are myſteries in religion, which are 
above, though not contrary to our natural reaſon: and there- 
fore we ſhall never become chriſtians unleſs we caſt down 
imaginations, and every high ching that exalteth icſelf againſt 
the knowledge of Gon, and bring into captivity every thought 


to the obedience of CHRIST.“ It is in this reſpect, as well 


as others, that we muſt become fools for Cari” s ſake, and 
acknowledge we know nothing without revelation, as we 
ought to know. We muſt, with all humility and reverence, 
embrace the truths revealed to us in the | holy ſcriptures ; for 


thus only can we become truly wiſe, even Wiſe. unto fal- 7 
vation.”

utter inconſiſtency of the love of the things of this world 
with the love of the Father) he tells us, unleſs a man for- 
ſake all that he hath, he cannot be my diſciple.” 
Far be it from me to think that theſe texts are to be taken | 
in a literal ſenſe; as though they obliged rich perſons to go 
fell all that they Have and give to the poor, (for that would 
put it out of their power to be ſerviceable to the pobr for the 
future) but however, they certainly imply thus much, that 
we are to fit looſe to, ſell and forfake all in affection, and be 
williog to part with every thing, when Gop ſhall require it 
our hands: that is, as the apoſtle obſerves, we muſt 
Wer the world as though we uſed it not; and though we
